Soil Already Worn Out. 
With the soil already worn out, because 
there has been no proper rotation in the same 
ground for generations, the lands are becom- 
ing constantly more and more worthless for 
cultivation. This is shown in the potato 
crop, which averages only about 2.8 tons to 
the acre, while in England the average is 
6.06 tons to the acre. What potatoes have 
been raised, to save the country from such

ing mixture, a preparation of copper sul- 
phate. But this preparation is costly, and its 
purchase has eaten up all that the people se- 
cured through any rental reductions unde 
the land commission.

‘Yesterday ‘this was cleared up by 
action of the school management committee, 
which declared that all candidates who sha!t 
be found to belong to classes I. and II. shall 
be considered as having passed the phyeical 
examination; and those in classes III. and IV. 
should be rejected unless epectal rulings are 
made in individual cases. 

“Class I. includes those found to _ with- 
out physical defect or evidence of disease 
or deformity, and of proper weight, size, and 
proportion, according to their several ages. 
Class II. includes those candidates found to 
be without physical. defects or evidence of 
disease, who may depart In a moderate degree 
from the proper height and weight. 
„As to the question of height and weight 
it is not intended. sald Dr. Dudley, that 
those who are small but not extraordinarily 
small shall be affected. The rule refers to 
those only who are so ‘small as to attraet 
attention om the streets.“

barred from the schools are the candidates 
With such physical defects as to interfere 
with the best. work.
